Americans Man Defenses Expecting 
Attack at San Fernando. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] . 

- MANILA, July 1, 10:40 a.m.—[By Ma- 
nila Cable.] A collision between the 
two armies at San Fernando seems in- 
evitable. The insurgents are active all 
around the town, and can be seen work- 
ing in the trenches to strengthen their 
position. Day and night forces are at 
work. It is estimated that 3000 men 
were seen marching in the road north 
of town yesterday morning. The 
Americans turned out and manned the 
defenses, expecting an attack. The sol- 
diers sleep in their clothes and break- 
fast at 4 o’clock in the morning, 80 as 
to be ready for an assault. 

The commission of three Spanish cf- 
ficers, who entered the insurgent lines 
a fortnight ago to make a final attempt 
to arrange for the release of the Span- 
ish prisoners, has not returned. Their 
long absence has occasioned alarm, but 
reports come to Manila that they were 
received by Aguinaldo at Tarlac and 
entertained hospitably. It is said that 
Aguinaldo gave a banquet in their 
honor, all the leading families of the 
rebel leaders and the cabinet attend-

GEN. OTIS AT CHICAGO. 


DISCUSSES THE SITUATION IN THE 
‘PHILIPPINES. 


Says Revolt Can Be Suppressed Be- 
fore the Next Rainy Season—Na- 
tives Incapable of Self-Govern- 
ment—Praise for Maj.-Gen. Otis 
and His Men. 


[A..P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 
CHICAGO, June 30.—Gen. Harrison 
Gray Otis of Los Angeles, who was 
with the Eighth Army Corps at Manila 


when the insurrection began, and who} 


saw nearly a year’s fighting’ around 
that city, arrived in Chicago last night 
en route for Washington, and stopped 
over at the Palmer House. His visit 
to Washington will mark his ‘mMuster- 
out from the volunteer service. 

Gen. Otis discussed the situation in 
the Philippines at considerable 
length, and took the hopeful view that, 
with the additional troops to be fur- 
hished, the war would be terminated 
before the next rainy season sets in. 

“With 50,000 troops all told—say 30,000 
for the fighting columns and 290,000 for 
garrison duty,” he said,  ‘‘Maj.-Gen. 
Otis can suppress the revolt before the 
hext rainy season, restore peuce, es- 
tablish order, protect all well-meaning 
natives of Luzon, and property, and 
effectively govern the islands.” 

“Do you -bel:eve the Filipinos are 
capable of seif-government, or will it 
be necessary for the United States to 
maintain a standing army in_ the 
islands for a great length of time?” he 
was asked. 

“I don’t believe the Filipinos — are 
capable of self-government. If the 
restraint of this government were 
withdrawn from them now, I believe 
they would be at each other’s throats 
in a very short time and make-a farce 
of self-government. The conclusion 
from this premise, therefore,-is that 
it will be necessary for the United 
States to maintain a considerable force 
in the islands for an indefinite period. 
Such a course will, in my judgment, 
be unavoidable if we are to hold, pro. 
test and pronerly govern’ the pu*ses-

Before the Cabinet meeting today, 
which meeting Alger attended, there 
was talk that one member of the Cabi- 
net intended to ask Alger to explain 
his position. Whether that step Was 
taken cannot be told officially, but 
when Alger emerged from the White 
House, he was extremely nervous and 
irritable. It was noted, also, that he 
léft the White House alone. 

The statement that Alger must 
choose between the administration and 
Pingree comes: direct from Cabinet 
members, and is an unqualified state- 
ment of fact. Alger knows what is in 
store for him, and the opinion is that 
he will eléct to be forced from the Cab- 
inet in the hope that it will help him in 
his Senatorial fight in Michigan.

IMPORTANT QUESTIONS SET- 
TLED BY JUDGE MORROW. 


‘Modesto District Sets Up the Queer 


Defense That it Was not Le-. 
gally Organized for Many 
Reasons, 


Rights of Bondholders Under the 
Wright Law Directly Concerned 
and Affirmed in the Impor- : 
tant Action.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, June 30.—The 
bonds of the Modesto irrigation district 
were today pronounced valid by Judge 
Morrow of*the United States Circuit 
Court in the case of George Herring vs. 
the Modesto Irrigation District. This 
is an action wpon irrigation bonds, and 
presents questions which have not yet 
come before the courts, but which are 
important, as they vitally concern the 
many millions of dollars’ worth of ir- 
rigation bonds now outstanding in this 
The defendant set up in its answer 
that the organization of the district 
was imperfect and illegal on many 
grounds. It was claimed that the 
original petition by which the district 
‘was formed was not signed by fifty 
free-holders owning agricultural lands; 
that no property petition or notice of 
presentation of the petition to the 
Board of Supervisors was given, and 
that the business of the district had n>t 
been conducted legally. 
It was furthermore claimed that a 
large portion of the original district 
had -been subsequently excluded; that 
this rendered the whole organization 
invalid; that the lands within the 
district were not arid, and therefore 
did not require irrigation, and.that no 
results had even been obtained from 
the irrigation system in that district. 
All these defenses, Judge Morrow 
holds, may not be set up by the district 
in an action upon its own bonds. He 
holds that the corporation cannot set 
.up its own illegality, and is estopped 
from now asserting, after its bonds 
have been issued, that it never was a 
‘ district, and therefore should not be 
called upon to pay the bonds. 
The various features of the Wright 


Irrigation law have been before the. 
courts in many 


State .and national 
cases, but this is the first case in which 
the rights of the bondholders have 
been directly concerned. All other 
actions have been either in the nature 
of confirmation proceedings, or by a 
taxpayer to enjoin the payment of 
taxes. The court holds that the rul- 
ings in these cases are not conclusive 
when the rights of the bondholders 
come to be considered. In consequence, 
' the complaint filed by the plaintiff is 
held to be sufficient upon which to base 
an action.

Two hundred dollars in money 
and a bloody axe were found in the 
room, The enraged men returned to 
their camp and, placing a rope about 
the neck of Manuela, swore they would 
hang her to the highest branch of the 
nearest tree if she did not confess all 
she knew of the murder. The girl re- 
luctantly acknowledged that she  be- 
lived her lover, a young man named 
Biggs, was the assassin. According 
to Manuela, Biggs, who is a nephew of 
the Bakers, tried to intimidate the old 


_ man into deeding him the ranch owned 


by Baker. The latter offered to com- 
promise and give the young man 
twenty acres. - This was not satidfac- 
tory to Biggs, and Wednesday morning 
he left his cain, telling Manuela that 
he would be a rich man on his return, 
if not he would bring Baker’s scalp 
home. 

Immediately after the squaw’s con- 
fession, a party: of armed mén started 
in pursuit of the murderer. Up to this 
writing no news from the pursuing 
party had been received:-here. Biggs 
is regarded as a desperate man, and 
will probably resist capture to the 
death.

“This volume was practically com- 
pleted several months ago, and, would 
have been duly filed, as required by 
law, had it not been for the inability 
of the State Printing Office to print 
the same during the late session of the 
Such being the fact, the 
commissioners deemed it advisable to 
‘withhold the filing thereof in order that 
such statutes and amendments adopted 
at said session, as properly belonged 
in the Political Code, might be incor- 
porated therein. 

“This purpose involved the rearrang- 
ment to some extent, and the rewriting 
of a very considerable portion of the 
work of .revision already performed. 
This labor has now been. performed, 
and the result is embodied in the re- 
port herein referred to. 

“The remainder of the work of codi- 
fication and revision is small compared 
In- 
deed, the work of carrying into the 
Political Code the statutes passed since 
the adoption of the codes, which sta- 
tutes should have been originally en- 
acted as a part of the Political Code, 
is far greater than that of a similar 
nature connected with all the other 
codes combined. The laws relatiug 
to municipal corporations, comprising 
numerous and important § statutes, 
hitherto constituting an unintelligble 
jumble, have been codified, and com- 
pose several hundred pages-.of said 
report. 

“The acts appertaining to State 
officers, commissioners and public in-. 
stitutions, which have been scattered 
through many volumes of our statute 
law, have all been codified, and are in- 
corporated in the Political Code. 


“The County Government Act and 


numerous other statutes relating to the 
government of cities have also been 
systemized and inserted therein: this 
of itself requiring great expenditure 
of time and labor. 

“A large portion of the Penal Code 
has also been revised, and it was the 
hope and intention of the commission 
that it should have been entirely com- 
pleted and filed at this time, but pro- 
longed and fatal illness in the family 
of one of the conimissioners, prevent- 
ing his attendance at the meeting of 
the commission at which the work of 
revision of said code was to have been 
finally passed upon, has rendered this 
impossible. 

“The revision of the Code of Civil 
Procedure alone remains. It is. the 
intention and purpose of the commis- 
sion to compile, also, a volume to be 
designated as the ‘Uncodified Statutes,’ 
to be composed of statutes special or 
temporary in their nature, or otherwise 
not proper to become a part of elther 
ef the codes. A more detailed report, 
including a description of the methods 
pursued and the objects sought to be 
attained by the commission, will be 


subsequently filed when the entire work 


is completed.” |

GIVE UP THEIR GUNS. 


— THE 


Arms and Comply With Peacefal 
Terms Dictated by the Envoys. 
Government of the Country. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.]- 
APIA, (Samoa) June 16. (Wired, 
from San Francisco, June 30.)—Peace 
and quiet now reign. in Samoa, in 
marked‘ contrast to. the warlike scenes. 
of two months ago. <The arrival of 
the auxiliary cruiser: Badger May’ 15, 
with the international, commission on 
board, caused a distif#ét in af- 
fairs here. The-commission lost no 
time, but went to work immediately, 
electing Mr. Tripp chairman and Mr. 
Morgan secretary. The com migeion- 
ers held interviews first with King 
Tanu and then with Mataafa. Tanu 
was not at first recognized as king by 
the commission. Tanu and his chiefs 
readily agreed to give up their arms 
and stated that they were prepared to 
accept any formal government the 
commission might recommend, even if] 
the kingship was abolished. 

The following day Mataafa poet} his 
party came. alongside the Badger, sing- 
ing songs and flying the Samoan flag. , 
The rebels were warned to take down 
the flag, which they did. The com- 
missioners explained to the chief that 
they had come to make peace, and 
Mataafa said that he was tired of 
fighting, as were his chiefs. He said 
his party would recognize any govern- 
ment fixed by the commission, but he 
preferred to have a king of Samoa, as 
it was an old established institution. 
Mataafa readily agreed to give up the 
guns held by his party, but insisted 
that, as the weapons were the private 
property of the natives, they should 
receive compensation for them. The’ 
commissioners issued .aproclafmation 
stating that the guns would either be 
returned or proper payment made for 
them after all troubles had been set- 
tled. This, of course, means that pay- 
ment will be made, as it would be folly 
to return -the weapons. Mataafa’s 
party asked if pong could be répre- 
sented by attorneys before the commis- 
sion, but their request was declined. 

After athe Mataafa men had turned 
in eighteen hundred rifles and the Tanu 
supporters two thousand more, Tanu 
was invited. on board the Badger. 
There he was informed that the com- 
missioners supported the decision of 
Chief Justice Chambers, and that Tanu 
had been king of Samoa ever since the 
decision had _ been rendered. . Tanu 
said that he was willing to do -any- 
thing for the good of Samoa and, at the 
request of the commissioners, resigned 
his kingship to them. The commission 
is now engaged in writing its report. 
The abolition of the kingship will be 
a feature of the report, also the aboli- 
‘tion ‘of the’ office of- president... : 
“. Apia a municipality, is to be governed 
by its council and a mayor. :This will: 
relieve the municipality of an official

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THE OBJECT OF THE SUGAR TRUST. 
The thanks of American beet-sugar 
growers, and of the American public 
in general, are due to Henry T. Ox- 
nard, for the able and convincing man- 
ner in which he has shown the fallacy 
of the arguments put forth by H. O. 
Havemeyer of the sugar trust, in his 
testimony before the Industrial Com- 
mission, when he tried to divert at- 
tention from the trusts to the protec- 
tion tariff, by charging the tariff with 
being responsible for the trusts. Mr. 
Oxnard, in a statement published over 
his signature, shows that the argu- 
ment of Mr. Havemeyer is specious 
and misleading. 
Mr. Havemeyer claimed that the 
American Sugar Refining Company re- 
ceives only 3% per cent. of protection. 
This Mr. Oxnard shows to be incor- 
rect. The error in Mr. Havemeyer’s 
argument is that he arrives at the pro- 
tection to sugar refining based on the 
walue of refined sugar. In other 
words, basing the value of 3 cents per 
pound, and receiving a protection of 
only 12% cents, Mr. Havemeyer would 
be right in saying that he receives only 
@ protection of approximately 4 per 
cent.; but Mr. Havemeyer does not 
produce the sugar, and his only inter- 
est is in the cost of making raw sugar 
white, or, in other words, refining raw 
brown sugar, so his protection must be 
based on what the cost is of refining 
dnstead of the value of the sugar, 
which brings his protection from 4 
per cent. up to 40 or 50 per cent. The 
protection granted the sugar producers 
who make the article of sugar itself is 
50 per cent. on the cost of raw sugars 
today, or identical with the protection 
granted the sugar refining companies. 
Jt is evident that if the selfish sug- 
gestion of Mr. Havemeyer should be 
adopted, it would result in wiping out 
entirely the American home-sugar in- 
dustry, which has made-such promis- 
dng progress during the past few yecrs, 
“and would enable Mr. Havemeyer’s 
company to continue refining raw 
 bugars. 

Mr. Oxnard then goes on to discuss 

the reason which. induced Mr, Have- 
meyer to make his attack on the tariff. 
Mr. Oxnard shows that, in the first 
place, the sugar trust can plainly see 
that the ‘steadily-increasing product of 
beet sugar in the United States will 
inevitably result in producing the 
sugar consumed by the people of this 
country in a thousand factories, scat-

today by the sugar trust, and give.the 
farmers the benefit of a protective 
tariff on a new and profitable crop 
which is a desirable end to be ob- 
tained for the agricultural classes, who 
‘are not usually so directly benefited by 
tariff protection.

The application of the Southern Pa- 
cifie for a ferry franchise at San Pe- 
dro is now fully before the Board of 
Supervisors. It rests with that body 
to decide whether the application shall 
be granted or refused. But if due con®. 
sideration be given to the arguments 
which have been, submitted to the 
board, against granting. of the 
franchise asked for, that body will not 
| be very likely to accede to the re- 
quest of the Southern Pacific. 


As a matter of fact, no franchises 
nor special privileges in and about 
San Pedro Bay should be granted to 
any corporation for the present. THe 
| TIMES has shown that while the work 
of surveying the inner harbor by the 
government engineers is in progress, 
it would be unwise, in the last degree, 
for the Board of Supervisors to grant 
privileges which might interfere with 
the construction of the harbor. Possi- 
bly the granting of a ferry franchise 
might not so interfere; but there are 
several applications for special privi- 
leges pending before the board, and all 
applicants should be treated fairly. To! 
withhold the granting-of all these ap- 
plications, pending the report of the 
government engineers, would be fair 
to all. , 

It has been. pretty conclusively 
shown that the Southern Pacific Gom-: 
pany, in its application for a ferry 
francltise, is actuated by a selfish de- 
sire to injure the business of the Ter- 
minal Company, and to secure, among 
other advantages, a virtual monopoly 
in-the business of carrying passengers 
between San Pedro and Terminal Isl- 
and. The Terminal Company™now 
carries its passengers free between

A GIGANTIC IRRIGATION SCHEME. 

Whatever may be thought In regard 
to some of the details of British rule 
in the Orient, there can be no ques- 
tion that the lot of those Asiatics who 
live under the British flag is immeas- 
arably superior to what it was for cen- 
turies previous, when they were the 
constant prey of ruthless invaders. 
In no direction has the beneficence of 
English rule been more clearly shown 
than in the construction of great 
canals and storage reservoirs in India 
by which means millions of lives have 
been saved during the past decade. 

A work of this kind is about to be 
undertaken by the British in Egypt 
which will throw in the shade all sim- 
ilar achievements heretofore under- 
taken. This enterprise is of special 
‘interest to the United States just now 
when we are beginning to seriously 
discuss the question of Federal irriga- 
tion for the great arid regions of the 
West. The enterprise referred to was 
recently inaugurated by the Duke of 
Connaught, who laid the foundation of 
an immense dam across the Nile, the 
object of which is to hold back the 
waters of the river, and so‘create a 
vast artificial lake, for the purpose of 
irrigation. This work rivals in mag- 
nitude those great achievements of 
antiquity, the pyramids, near which it 
.1s ‘located. How much it is expected 
to accomplish may be seen from thé 
statement that at present nine-tenths 
of the Nile and its priceless sediment 
are poured into the Mediterranean. 

The plan includes the construction 
of a huge wall of granite, a mile and 
a quarter in length, which is in places 
seventy-six feet high and thirty or 
forty feet wide. This will be the. 
largest dam in the world. It will force 
back the waters of the Nile until there 
is formed a reservoir some 670 square 
miles in area, which it is estimated 
will contain 1,000,000,000 tons of water. 
. By means of this vast lake of Nile 
water, it is computed that not less 
| than 2500 square miles of desert land 
will be rescued from arid waste. 

The British have been very liberal 
with Egypt in the terms of payment 
for this great improvement. Egypt is 
not to pay a cent until the dam and 
canals are completed, when she will 
pay $833,330 per year for thirty vears, 
a total obligation of $25,000,000 for an 
improvement that is estimated to be 
worth at least $400,000,000. 

The Nile is to Egypt what the life 
bloed is to the human body. It is said 
that if a single season passes in which 
a tract of land fails to receive its an- 
nual inundation from the Nile, it 
‘takes three years of flood to make up 
for the omission. Rye 

In addition to providing an enor- 
mous amount of water for irrigation, 
and a solid bridge over the river, it 
is proposed to utilize the fall from the 
head of the dam to develop a powerful 
source of electrical energy. 

This great irrigation project will, 
doubtless, be followed by others of a

HIGH SCHOOL HOLDS NOVEL 
COMMENCEMENT EXERCISES. 


Instead Programme of Stddent 
Orations and Poems, Prof. C, A. 
Duniway of Stanford De- 
livers an Address, 


The Influence of “Personal and Civic 
Ideals”? Upon History Hlustrated 
by Reference to Washington, 
Lincoln and Bryan. 


Principal Housh Makes a Plea for a 
| New High School and Declares 
‘Health Endangered by the _ 
Present Crowding. 


The High School broke away from 
convention last night and held a com- 
mencement without a single graduat- 
ing essay, poem, or oration. Instead 
of the usual programme of student 
speakers, Prof. C. A. Duniway of the 
chair of history of Leland Stanford, 
Jr4 University, lectured’ on ‘Personal 
and Civic Ideals,’’ President Charles 
Cassat Davis of the Board of Educa- 
tion and Principal W. H. Housh of the 
High Schol spoke briefly, and the pre- 
sentation of the diplomas and the dis- 
tribution of the immense quantities of 
flowers bestowed upon the 125 gradu-. 
}ates by their friends took up the rest 
of the evening. | 

This twenty-eighth annual com- 
mencement:of the High School saw 125 
young men and women receive their 
diplomas—the largest class in the his- 
tory of the school, The class. pre- 
sented a beautiful sight, massed - in 
rising tiers on the big stage of Hazard’s 
Pavilion, under the flag-hyng prosce- 
nium arch. The front of the platform 
was banked high with exquisite flowers 
in endless profusion, and at either end 
was a pyramid of baskets, bunches 
and bouquets . of f t blossoms. 
‘The Pavilion ‘was jammed with the au- 
dience typical of a High School com- 
mencement, such a display of ‘bright 
colors and fresh faces as it would be 
hard to match elsewhere. 

The High School Orchestra filled in 
acceptably some of the time of wait- 
ing, but it was late before the exer- 
cises began, .The curtain rose at 8:30 
o’clock, revealing the class, the Board 
of Education, Prof. Duniway, and 
some of the members of the faculty, 
seated wpon the stage. Principal 
Housh reminded the audience that a 
year ago Prof. Thomas Rutherford Ba- 
con of the chair of modern Européan 
history of the University of California 
had delivered the commencement ad-. 
dress. That the impartial attitude of 
the High School toward the two great 
California universities might: be fitly 
shown, a Stanford scholar widely 
known had been invited to address this 
year’s class. 

Prof. Duniw. paved the way for 
his address by describing the uplifting 
influence of a journey which he has 
ust completed into the Yosemite Val- 
ey, and among the mountains near 
San Bernardino. The sight of gieam- 
ing cataracts, he said, and mighty 
gorges cloven in the mountainside, had 
filled him, as it fille every man, with 
renewed inspiratign toward high per- 
sonal 

“It is personal ideals,” he said, “that 
reach into the lives of men and lift 
and ennoble them. | When the eager 
and interesting young freshman comes 
to college, he is full of ideals, and the 
thing he most desires is to get an in- 
telligent direction for those ideals. He 
realizes that knowledge is power. He 
knows that for a man to try to accom- 
plish things simply by the force of his 
enthusiasm and without training is like 
trying to: lift himself by his  boot- 
straps, | 

“The question of personal ideals has 
special signification in a nation that 
is a democracy. Democracy will jus- 
tify itself by the product of the peo- 
ple. If the people. in governing them- 
selves, make bigger mistakes than 
would be made if someone did the gov- 
erning for them, at least they learn 
something. If the process results in a 
better development of the personal 
ideals of the individual, it is worth: 
vihile to pay the price. The individual 
responsibility of each American citi- 
zen, whether man or woman, is the 
end and aim of American government, 
and the personal ideals of its citizens 
will be realized in the character of the 
government.”’ 

The speaker discussed the personality 
of George Washington and of Abraham 


what he owed to himself and of what 
was righteous and manly, worked it- 
-self out in the deeds which made his 
name glorious in American annals, 
Andrew Johnson, a good politician, and 
in his own estimation an honest. man, 
failed where Lincoln would have suc- 
ceeded, simply because he did not dare 
to have high ideals. Bryan was in- 
stanced as a man who had high per- 
sonal ideals and tried to realize them 
regardless of consequences. “ 

“Today,” said Prof. Duniway 
though defeated, he.is revered and 
honored by millions. I happen to think 
him wrong. But he had an ideaj for 
‘the people which he tried to realize. 
He was a leader of his party and 
though beaten he is respected. The 


worth in his own self-respect and aiso 
the value of his services to the com- 
munity.” 

The speaker described Col. Roosevelt 
as the idol of millions of young Ameri- 
cans, and declared that the secret of 
his personality is that he is always 
working, whether the work be hunting 
big game, writing books, fighting the

UNABLE TO AGREE.

POLICE COMMISSIONERS POSTPONE 
ACTION IN THE CHIEF’S CASE. 


His Actions onsidered in Secret 
Session—Final Ordinance for 
School-bond Election Adopted. 
Deficit in City Finances—Plans 
for a Fully-paid Fire Depart. 


ment. 


The Police Commission row, caused 
by Chief Glass’s loss of temper and the 
resultant attack upon a committee of 
citizens and a member of the board, 
will not be settled until next Wednes- 
day, when the regular meeting of that 
body ‘will be held, Tuesday, the regular 
meeting day, being a legal holiday. For 
forty minutes in secret session behind 
clesed and locked doors of the Mayor’s 
private office yesterday, the members 
tried tocome to some agreement about 
the matter,. but failed. There was at 
no time during this meeting any dispo- 
sition indicated by a majority of the 
board to let.the Chief escape without 
punishment. Much as the Mayer would 
like to é6ee that done, the other mem- 
bers, or three of them at least, stood 
fast on the proposition that the Chief’s 
action merited some sort of punish- 
ment, but upon what that punishment 
should be there was a division, and 
their inability to agree what to do led 
to the postponement. Another argu- 
ment used in support of continuing 
the matter was that the meeting yes- 
terday was not a regular meeting; that 
the members had possibly formed their 
opinions hastily and might act too 
hastily; that it would be better for all 
to let the matter rest for a few days, 
and then act as the seriousness of 
the .Chief’s offense demanded. It was 
agreed by a majority of the members 
that the incident should not be allowed 
to pass without some public action. The 
question of removing Glass did not 
come up, except when the commission- 
ess that the insult to the board 
“md not merit such severe punishment. 
The proposition to suspend him for 
thirty days was made by one of the 
members, and he held out for that 
punishment. Another thought fifteen 
days’ suspension would be sufficient., 
Still another agreed to vote for sus- 
pension or a stiff fine and a public 
reprimand, but no agreement was 
reaghed, and when the proposition to 
defer action was made it was agreed 
to. All of this was in the secret ses- 
sion, and for fear that the public should 
be informed as to what was done the 
members were pledged to secrecy, and 
even the secretary of the board was 
cautioned ..against saying. anything 


* gbout what thappened, He followed his 


instructions, but the others were more 
talkative, and from one or another just 
what was done was learned. 

It had been expected that the special 
gession of the board would be almost 
as lively at the regular.meeting of last 
Tuesday, except that Commissioner 
Scarborough would have the whip, and 
the prediction was made that he would 
use it. Some of the Chief's friends

FULLY-PAID DEPARTMENT. 


Fire Coshmimioners Propose’ to 
Abandon System of Callmen. 
For a long time the Board of Fire 
Commissioners has been considering 
the matter of changing the fire depart- 
ment from a partly paid and- partly 
callman service to a fully-paid depart- 
ment, to consist entirely of permanent 
men, on duty all the time. Various 
suggestions have been made as to 
how this could be brought about and 
the last Fire Commission declared in 


favor of the change, mapping out cer-| 


tain plans for a gradual change, which 
were afterward abandoned. 

The first real step in the. direction 
of a fully-paid fire department was 
taken at the special meeting of the 
Board of Fire Commissioners yester- 
day afternoon, when.Chief Moore pre- 
sented a report on the subject. The 
report had been prepared after weeks 
of. work by Chief Moore and Commis- 
sioner Kuhrts. It showed that there 
would be no additional cost in a fully- 
paid department fhan in one in which 
the services of callmen are required.

higher positions in the department.

CITY TAX VALUATION. 


Taxable Pfoperty May Reach Sixty- 
four Millions. 

The City Assessor will deliver to the 
City Clerk on Monday at noon the sev- 
enteen assessment rools on which hig 
office force has been working night 
and day for several weeks. Hereto- 
fore it has been the custom of City 
Assessors to turn over these books 
without making up the footings of the 
pages, but this year Assessor Ward 
has had a force of men at work with 
an adding machine making the foot- 
ings of all the books which could be 
completed in time for such work so 
that with niost of the books all that 
the Clerk will have to do will be to 
verify these totals. ; 

Some delay has been caused by the 
failure of the banks to pay their taxes, 
they having referred to their attor- 
neys the assessments made against 
them.. There has been much dispute 
between the Assessor and the banks 
on this subject and as some of the 
assessments have not been what the 
banks thought was proper, appeals will 
be taken in a number of instances to 
the Board of. Equalization, which will 
meet on the third Monday in July. Two 
of the banks have been holding out for 
a change in their assessment and it is 
expected that a settlement will be made 
today. If not made the Assessor will 
put on.an arbitrary assessment. 

Although all of the totals-have not 
been made and an exact statement of 
the assessed valuation of city prop- 
erty cannot now be made, it is esti- 
mated that the amount will not fall far 
below $64,000,000. This will. be a great 
increase over the assessment for last 
year and will result in a correspond- 
ing increase in the revenues of the 
city from the taxation of property. | 


ANNUAL POLICE ESTIMATE. 


‘What the Expenses of the Depart- 
ment May Be for Next Year. _ 

At the meeting of the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners yesterday morn- 
ing Chief Glass: presented his esti- 
mate of the expenses of the depart- 
ment for the fiscal year which begins 
today.: Included in. this estimate is an 
allowance for the proposed chain-gang 
barracas in a remote corner of one of 
the parks and for-an increase ofthe 
police force by the addition of twenty- 
five men.

Mr. Gibson of the Southern Pacific 

opened the arguments. He said: 

“This application of Mr. Muir is: 
simply for a twenty-three months’ 
special privilege to run.a ferry from 
East San Pedro to Terminal Island. 
The opposition that has developed is 
not worth the honest consideration ot, 
the board. The Supervisors are elected 
to conserve and foster public benefits. 
The people of Los Angeles, Wilming- 
ton and Terminal Island will be greatly 
benefited. It has been assumed ] 
along that it is the Southern Pacific 
that has presented this avnlicatton. 
Assuming that it is, the Southern Pa- 
cific has the same rights’ as any other 
citizen or ration. But as a mat- 
r. Muir makes this appli- 
cation ouinhiielir. Whether he should 
hold the privilege if it were granted to 
him or assign it, is immaterial to this 
board. 

“What does the opposition amount 
to? After the legally-required four 
weeks’ notice, three protests were pre- 
sented, all signed by the same man,. 
and at the eleventh hour in floats the 
feeble voice of the people, stirred to 
utterance by the harangues of the dis- 
tinguished counsel for the Terminal in- 
terests. If every man, .woman and 
child of Wilmington, San Pedro and 
Terminal Island, however, could. have 


altered the law in the case. It is the 
policy of the common law to encourage 
ferries, and always has been, so long 
as they do not impede navigation. 
“The whole matter of granting this 
privilege lies in the discretion of the 
Board of Supervisors—not their arbi- 
trary discretion, but their legal dis- 
cretion. We have not thought it neces- 


and a content to stand their un- 
aided. 

“The board can grant as many fran- 
chises as the public convenience de- 
mands. There is nothing to hinder 
such action.” 

“But, suppose we should grant a 
franchise, and there w re no place for 
a new ferry to land,’ interrupted 
President Davis. 

“Then, after due notice, condemne- 
tion proceedings will give the neces- 
sary landings,” answered Gibson. 

“But at San Pedro the Southern Pa- 
cific owns the entire water front. 
What good would a franchise do, when 
it might take years for condemnation 
proceedings to come to an end?’’ per- 
sisted President Davis. 

“The Southern Pacific,”” answered 
Gibson, “does not own the entire 
frontage. I am informed that San 
Pedro owns sixty feet, and I am in- 
formed that private individuals own 


“Would your franchise be exclusive 
during condemnation proceedings?” 
Deputy District-Attorney Wil- 
ur. 

“The exclusive right to land or 
privile lies in the owner until con- 
demned, ” replied Gibson. 

“Tf the board grants this privilege, it 
will probably insert restricting 
clauses,” said Wilbur. 

“They will be unnecessary,” 
Gibson, “for law is law.” 

“But will you stipulate not to inter- 
fere with present privileges as now en- 
jJoyed?” asked President Davis. 

“Any stipulations we might make 
would not count under. the law,” ans- 
wered Gibson. 

Mr. Gibson then touched on the cov- 
enant between Foster and the Cata- 
lina Yacht Club, and said that the 
agreements in the deed did not amount 
to that (snapping his fingers.) He 
closed ad A Stating. that the opposition, 
from a legal standpoint, occupied not 
one tenable ground, and that all he 
asked in behalf of Muir’s application 
was a fair Se Sn cy and a decision 
strictly In accordance With the law. 

Before Gibson had concluded, and 
after a hurried consultation. with Dunn, 
they stated in answer to queries from 
the District Attorney that they were 
willing to stipulate. to anything that 
the board would request.

At the beginning of the afternoon 
session, Mr.. Gibson took -occasion to 
state. specifically that, in.-making his 


‘Statements in. the morning. as to the 


power of the Board of Supervisors to 
insert certain tenable restrictions in 
granting franchises, he had overlooked 
some important cases in point that 
gave the board more power than he 
at first thought it possessed. He 
closed by stating that the board was at 


liberty to allow only those. privileges 


it saw fit, regardless of the statutes 
of the State regulating such matters. 
“I make this statement,’’ said Gibson; 
“because if the Southern Pacific will 
waive the right to prohibit other fer- 
ries or interfere in government im- 
provements, that is a matter between 
the parties stipulating, and is not cov- 
ered by the statute.” 

‘Will the courts of the country allow 
such waiving as against an open in- 
fraction of the statute?” asked Gibbon. 

Mr. Gibson thought that if the fran- 
chise were granted, the Southern Pa- 
cific could waive any of the privileges 
the law might thus see fit to grant it. 

Mr. Gibbon then began his argumeht. 
He stated that he wished to ask the 
District Attorney a question. Mr. 
Wilbur had stated that in his belief 
the protests from the citizens of Ban 
Pedro had no legal effect. 

“But, Mr. District Attorney, should 
not the protests against’ this applica- 
tion for @ franchise have at least the 
same legal effect as the petition ask- 
ing the special privilege,” replied Gib- 
son. 

Mr. Wilbur had also asked if Mr. 
Gibbon had not assisted in drawing up 
the three protests that had been, filed 
in the morning. is Gibbon most 
emphatically denied. explaining that, 
inasmuch as the people of San Pedro 
had always stood shouldér to shoulder 
with the Terminal Island people, they 
had come to him within the past few 
days and asked him ‘to draw up some 
suitable form to express their feelings 
on the franchise to the Board of Su- 
pervisor. He had, of course, assisted 
them in so doing, but of the other pro- 
tests he knew nothing; .and_ withal 
thought it somewhat unusual for the 
legal adviser of the board to inquire 
into questions of fact, which is gen- 
érally not within the province of such 
an adviser, 

In answer to Gibson's contention that 
a stipulation would hold water in the 
courts, Gibbon cited an agreement en- 
tered into by the city of South Pasa- 
dena with the Terminal Railway some 
years ago, which the Supreme Court 
held was of no weight or legal stand- 
ing whatever. It was a case in paral- 
lel, and the agreement was outside the 
restrictions !mposed by the statutes 
and invalid. 

“An infraction of the law cannot be 
given a legal status by amy waiver 
which the Southern Pacific or anybody 
might agree to make,” said Gib- 


At this point, Mr. Gibbon read a 
carefully-prepared argument, in which 
he “proposed to show that Mr. Muir's 
petition {Is a shameless and shameful 
attempt to serve the private interests 
of the most: grasping, tyrannical and 
conscienceless organization that the 
public of this city and San Pedro has 
ever known, and to serve those inter- 
ests at the expense of an enterprise

continental Ine via Salt Lake City. 
He dwelt on the inmiportance of such a. 
line, and the effect it would have in 
building up this great section. He 
pointed out the brilliant future of the 
southland, the value of the San Pedro 
Harbor and its added importance in 
view of the completed Nicaragua Ca- 
hal. “The injury which might be done 
at the present moment by permitting 
a powerful hostile corporation to secure 
an entrance to.the harbor property of 
the Terminal Railway Company is in- 
calculable, and such injury cannot be 
accomplished without ‘hurting. this 
community in its most yital interests.” 


Gibbon carefully reviewed all the evi- | 
dence before the board, and concluded 
by appealing to the g00d judgment~of; 
the Supervisors individually, when a 
matter fraught with such importance 
to the public weal was up for the 
proper solution. 

Dunn then closed the fight, after 
speakin very briefiy in favor of the 
application. He said the controversy 
was founded on public prejudice and 
not on law, and that the people of San 
Pedro had been most mightily misled. 
In conclusion he showed that the pro- 
posed ferry would accommodate the 
public and prové of great public value’ 
in the way of introducing most bene-. 
ficial competition.

THE TREASURY. Secretary Gage in 
an article in the North American Re- 
view, after'stating that the Spanish 
war had a good effect in concentrating 
public attention on the treasury, says: 
“A continuance of this greater con- 
cern in these problems will bring a 
better understanding, with the result 
that, Supported by an intelligent pub- 
lic opinion, we may avoid the dangers 
Which have in former years been. a 
menace to national credit, and the 
prosperity of our country.” The fiscal 
year’s deficit, is estimated at about 
$112,000,000, and that for 1900 at pos- 
sibly less than $30,000,000. In the light 
of this showing, barring unforeseen 
events, “there will be no further issues 
of bonds, and judging from present 
conditions and the fair outlook, there 
will not even be a resort to the loan 
certificates authorized to be issued by 
the ar Revenue Act. The position 
of the treasury is at present fairly 
g00d; the prospects for the immediate 
future are free from any features of 
special alarm; its problems remain’ to 
be solved. The chief problem is this, 
how to disassociate the natura] func- 
tion of the treasury, which, simply 
stated, is the collection of the public 
revenue and the payment of public 
expenditure, from the unnatural fea-: 
tures of note issues, gold redemptions, 
@nd the maintenance of parity between 
. two large volumes of metallic money, 
possessed of a commercial disparity 
@€qual to the difference between one- 
half and one. The duties involved in 
the present system the treasury is 
.poorly organized to perform. The ef- 
fort to perform them, will always be 
expensive and full of dangers to in- 
terests both public and private. A 
wider knowledge of the truth must he 
had before the problem can be wisely 
_ solved. Solved it ultimately must. be, 
and when this occurs the treasury. 
return to a position approximating 
hat President Harrison described as 
an ideal one, when he said: ‘It would 
be an ideal condition of things if the 
Treasury Department received each 
morning just the sum of money it had 
to pay out that day—no surplus money 
out of use in its vaults, no deficit to 

be met by loans.” 


COMMERCIAL. 

POSSIBLE DUTY ON COFFEE. The 
New York Commercial Bulletin of June 
2, says: 

“The special Washington corre- 
Spondent of this journal in these col- 
umps Friday states that the subject 
of imposing, in the near future, a duty 
of 3 cents per pound upon coffees from 
Brazil, under’‘the authority of section 
3 of the Dingley Act, is receiving se- 
rious consideration at the State De- 
partment. This statement will not be 
a complete surprise to the coffee 


-trade, as the possibilities of a duty 
have been under consideration for 
some little time, though it has not 


been expected that the duty would be 
imposed immediately. A number of 
the most prominent members of the 
trade were conversed with by a repre- 
sentative of this journal after the re- 
ceipt of the dispatch, and the idea was 
general that Brazil would be given a 
period of at least six months to make 
reciprocal concessions before these 
duties are enfotced.,/ 

“The stocks of coffee in this country 
are heavy, amounting to about 20 per 
cent. more than at the corresponding 
period of last year.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

SOUTHERN DEVELOPMENT. A 
pamphlet issued by the Baltimore 
Manufacturers’ Record says what the 
South has accomplished in twenty-odd 
years, since reconstruction evils were 
mastered, is an augury of what it 
will accomplish in the future.

STATE OF TRADE. 


 Dun’s Weekly! Review. 
NEW YORK, June 30.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s.- 
weekly review of trade will say tomorrow 
that the failures for the second quarter of 
1899 have been 2080 in number, against 3550 
last’ year, with liabilities . of . $20,259,009, 
against $36,602,252 last year, and for the first 
half of 1899 failures were 4852, against 6766 
last year, with liabilities of $48,811,000, 
ngninst $71,246,783 last year. Nearly half of 
the June liabilities are due to one failure, 
not strictly commercial, covering some bank- 
ing concerns, a promoter and a railway- 
equipment company, for $5,136,000, in esscn+ 
tial features a loan and trust concein.. With 
it banking failures amouht to $6,436,000 for 
the half year, leating for commercial fail- 
ures $43,275,063, against $67,444,639 last year. 
Manufacturing failures were $16,909,000 for 
the half year, against $30,768,144 last year, 
and trading failures were $23,000,000, against 
$32,956,626 last year. The demand for iron 
and steel seems to have no limit. Wool sales 
36,177,900 pounds, of which 29,865,900 were 
domestic, reveal a speculation scarcely less 
obtrusive than in 1897, when 41,790,000 bales 


. were scld in the same week, against 23,768,- 


200 in 1892, when the mills were well em- 
ployed. Wheat receipts at the West in four 
weeks have been 21,691,526 bushels, against 
4,111,625 last year, and western receipts in 
June have ranged between 5,794,528 bushels 
in 1894 and 9,555,278 in 1896. Beyond ques- 
tion, the farmers and speculators and ele- 
vator owners in farming regions believe that 
about £0 cents here is as much as the old 
wheat will fetch, olthough exports have been 
for four weeke, 8,499,838 bushels from Atlantic 
ports, against 15,012,68: last year and 2,445,- 
749 from Pacific ports, against 1,829,709 lost 
year. It is not surprising that with such re- 
ceipts the price has dropped 1% and corn 
also fell 2 cents with exports in four weeks 
11,485,596 bushels, oganst 12,076,703 last year. 
Failures for the week have been 181 in the 
United States, against 254 in the same week 
last year af&d 22 in Canada against 16 in the 
same week last year. 
_Bradstreet’s Revicw. 


NEW YORK, June 30.—EBradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say that though seasonably quieter 
in many places, the strength of the general 
business situation remains apparently una- 
bated, and the half-year closes with the 
commercial and financial community con- 
templating very satisfactory returns in the 
recent past and manifesting a tone of. cheer- 
ful confidence regarding the outlook for the 
last half of 1899. In the volume of businees 
done, the first half of 1899 will certainly 
rank higher .than the best hitherto experi- 
enced, and the notable rise in prices which 
was such a feature of the past spring has 
done much to reconcile traders to the ad- 
mittedly emall margin of profits which mo4- 
ern businees operations tend toward making 
permanent. Touching this matter, it might 
be added that staple prices today are in a 
majority of instances well a@bove quotations 
ruling for some years past, the general level, 
in fact, being the highest since early in 193. 
In some inetances, of course, notably in iron

ONION FACTORY AND ITS AROMA 
WENT UP IN SMOKE. | 


Conspiracy to Prey Upon Electric 
Railway Property Leads to Ar- 
rests—Jank Dealer In It~Missing 
Horse. 


PASADENA, June 80.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The onion factory has been abo-- 
ished. No moré will the spicy odors of Ar- 
royo-the-cussed, affront. the olfactories of 
Orange Grove avenue.

They were dried by a 
patent process and shipped in bulk, largely 
to foreign markets. The enterprise was suc- 
cessful and gradually was expanded. A year 
ago, a new building, 50x40 feet and two sto- 
ries high, was erected.

G. Baker said tonight that the building was 
worth $1200 and contained between $4000 and 
$5000 worth of dried potatoes and onions all 
ready for shipment.  ™he roasting heaps of 
vegetables perfumed the air long after the 
frame was down, and the aroma will hang 
around the vase for several days, Mr. Baker 
says.

Coroner Holland and Deputy Strubel

hold an inquest on the body of John

Late Thursday afternoon, nothing 
having been seen of the old man for 
several hours,, Mrs. Steele asked her 
husband to go to Schneider’s house, 
only a short distance away, and see if 
he was sick. Steele did so, and dis- 
covered the body of the old man hang- 
ing from one of the rafters of his 
cabin. He had secured a piece of light 
rope, one end of which he: fastened to 
the rafter. He then stood on a chair, 
made a slip-knot in the other end of 
the rope, drew it tightly around his 
neck and then jumped.
